Mr. SpKiTKU. Trauma room No. 1? 

Miss Bowhon. Yes. 

Mr. Specter. And dcNcrflie in a general way Governor Ctmitally’s condition 
when you Arst saw him? 

Miss Bowhon. He was very pule, he was leaning forward and onto Mrs. Con- 
nally hut apparently -I didn't notice very much — 1 wus more concerned with 
the person in I he back oT the cur — the President. 

Mr. Specter. And whilt, in u gene nil way, did you observe with ' reaped to 
Prcsidcnl Kennedy ‘h condition? 

Miss PdWUON. He was moribund lie was lying jteross Mrs. Kennedy’s knee 
and there seemed lo l»e Idood everywhere. When I weld around to the olhoi

Mr. Specter. You saw ilie condition of his what?

Mr. Specter. Did you sea* a smull bullet hole beneath that one large hole? 

Miss Bowhon. No. sir. 

Mr. Spkitkh. Did you not lee uny oilier wound on the President’s body? 

Miss Bowhon. No. sir. 

Mr. Specter. And wind aetiou did you lake at that time, If any? 

Miss Bowhon. I bellied lo lift his head and Mrs. Kennedy pushed me uway 
and lifted Ids head herself onto I he cart und so l went urouad back to the curt 
and walked off with II We run ott wllh il lo lie* Lrauiuu room and she ran 
beside us. 

Mr. Specter. And who was iu the truuma room when you urrived there? 

Miss Bowhon. Dr. Garrleo. 

Mr. Specter. Where did Dr. ( 'arrieo join you? 

Miss Bowhon. At the — I couldn't really tell you exactly, but It was inside 
major surgery. Miss Ueuehllffe, the other nurse who is assigned to major 
surgery, was In the trauma room ulreudy setting the l.V.'s — the intravenous 
bottles up. 

Mr. Specter. And were there any other nurses present at that time when 
I he President arrived lu the trauma area? 

MIhh Row ron. 1 don't think so, sir. 

Mr. Specter. Were there any doctors present besides Dr. L'arrico? 

Miss Bow icon, t didn't not^e unybody — there may have been. 

Mr. Spkcteh, What action did you observe Dr. Carrico take. If any? 

.Miss Bowhon. We tried to sturt an l.V. cutdowu and 1 don’t know whether 
it was his left or Ids rigid leg, and Miss ilemjdjffe mid I cut off his ii.n-ldtig an d 
,tlien after th at ever ybody iu y» arrived atonce and it was f!lliW» , TrHea^?very- 
L>o«ly soi l fll helping everybody else. We opened the chest lube trays aud the 
venusectron trays. 

Mr. Spkitkh. How long were you present In the emergency room No. 1? 

Miss Bowhon. 1 was in there until they needed some blood, which was the 
second lot of blood. I went — ran out across to the blood bank uml came buck 
and went into the trauma room. By that time they hud decided that he was 
dead, they said. 

And then, we stayed In there wllh him und cleaned him up, removed all 
of his clothing aud pul them all together and Miss Uenchliffe gave them to 
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
